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ART ATTRACTIONS OF NEW YORK. 



THE most interesting permanent exhibition of paintings open 
to the public in New York is that of the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art, Central Park, Fifth Avenue and Eighty-second 
Street (reached by Fourth Avenue surface cars, or Third Avenue 
elevated railroad to Eighty-fourth Street). Here is the finest col- 
lection of works by the old masters and. the best modern painters 
to be seen in any public gallery in America. Indeed, the time 
seems near at hand when few European galleries will surpass this 
Museum in this field. Within the past year Mr. Henry G. Mar- 
quand has presented the Museum a choice collection of old paint- 
ings, including works by Rembrandt, Van Dyck, Rubens, Franz 
Hals, Terburg, Teniers, Velasquez, Ruysdael, Old Crome, Sir 
Joshua Reynolds, Gainsborough, Constable, Turner, and others 
— all of undoubted authenticity. There is also now on exhibi- 
tion, kindly loaned by Mr. Henry O. Havemeyer, Rembrandt's 
"Gilder," and his portraits of Christian Paul Van Beeresteyn and 
Volkera Nicolai Knobert — among the most interesting of Rem- 
brandt's portraits. "The Gilder," technically, is perhaps the 
greatest work that has come from the brush of this greatest master 
of painting. . . . The modern paintings include the cele- 
brated Catherine L. Wolfe collection, and benefactions of Mr. 
George I. Seney, Mr. Cornelius Vanderbilt, the Hon. Henry 
Hilton, Mr. Morris K. Jesup, Mr. Charles Sedelmeyer, and 
others. Among these works may be mentioned Rosa Bonheur's 
"Horse Fair" Meissonier's " Fricdland, 1807," Detaille's "De- 
fense of Champigny," Lerolle's " Organ Rehearsal," Brozik's 
" Columbus at the Court of Ferdinand and Isabella" Hans Mak- 
art's " Diana's Hunting Party" the " Holy Family" by Knaus ; 
"A Religious Procession in Brittany" by Jules Breton ; " The 
Last Token," by Gabriel Max ; " The Pawnbroker's Shop," by 
Munkacsy;" " The Crusaders before Jerusalem," by Kaulbach ; 
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" The Wise and Foolish Virgins," by Piloty, and superb examples 
of the work of Achenbach, Alma Tadema, Bargue, Berne-Belle- 
cour, Bonnat, Boughton, Boldini, Rosa Bonheur, Bouguereau, 
Cabanel, Chaplin, Clairin, Clays, Couture, Corot, Cot, Diaz, 
Dupre, Daubigny, Decamps, Defregger, Delort, Detaille, Dupre, 
Dore, Domingo, Duez, Fortuny, Fromentin, Frere, Gerome, Gal- 
lait, Hamon, Hebert, Henner, Harpignies, Hellquist, Israels, Isa- 
bey, Jacque, Jacquet, Jettel, Knaus, Lambert, Lefebvre, Leigh- 
ton, Leloir, Le Roux, L'Hermitte, Madrazo, Makart, Meissonier, 
Merle, Mesgrigny, Meyer Von Bremen, Maignan, Mauve, Muller, 
Neuhuys, Pasini, Pelouse, Piloty, Rousseau, Rico, Roybet, Renouf, 
Alfred Ste,vens, Schreyer, Schenck, Seitz, Troyon Van Marcke, 
Verboeckhoven, Vernet, Vibert, Villegas, Vollon, Wahlberg, Wil- 
lems, Worms, Zamacois, and Ziem. Among American painters 
represented are Brown, Huntington, Colman, Cropsey, Dannat, 
Davis, Durand, Eakins, Fuller, Gay, Gifford, the Harts, Inness, 
Bolton and Frank Jones, Kensett, Magrath, Carl Marr, F. D. 
Millet, C. S. Pearce, Gilbert Stuart, the Smillies, Ulrich, Wyant, 
and Wylie. There is a collection of Water-colors by William T. 
Richards, presented by Rev. E. L. Magoon, and a fine collection 
of Drawings by the. old masters, presented by Cornelius Vander- 
bilt. . . . Besides the paintings there are numerous interesting 
pieces of Sculpture belonging to the Museum — among them works 
by Canova, Barye, Thorwaldsen, Houdin, Reinhart, Thompson 
and Powers. . . . The Museum is well known as the reposi- 
tory of the famous Cesnola collection of Cypriote sculptures, gold 
jewelry, Greek and Phoenician glass ; the Maspero collection of 
Egyptian antiquities; and collections of casts of ancient sculptures, 
architectural casts, ancient inscriptions, ancient bronzes, ancient 
terra-cottas, work in wrought-iron, ancient pottery, carved wood, 
musical instruments, American antiquities, reproductions of gold 
and silver plate, gems, coins, medals, miniatures, memorials, ori- 
ental (Chinese and Japanese) ivories, porcelains, bronzes, lacquers, 
tapestries, laces, etc. — Admission free, except on Mondays and 
Tuesdays when twenty-five cents is charged. 

The Lenox Library.— Seventieth Street and Fifth Avenue, 
(Fourth Avenue surface cars, or Third Avenue elevated cars to 
Sixty-seventh Street) — contains a collection of paintings by early 
English and American Artists, and some fine modern works. 
Among these may be mentioned: Munkacsy's " Blind Milton 
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dictating ' Paradise Lost' to his Daughters ;" J. M. W. Turner's 
"Scene on the French Coast" and " Fingal's Cave;" Horace 
Vernet's " Siege of Saragossa ;" Delaroche's " Field of Battle ; " 
Thomas Cole's " Expulsion from Paradise ;" Church's " Coto- 
paxi ;" Bierstadl's " Yosemite ;" and paintings by Sir Joshua 
Reynolds, Gainsborough, Constable, Landseer, Mulready, More- 
land, Wilkie, Ruysdael, Leslie, Stuart, Trumbull, Inman, feale, 
Morse, Copley, Huntington, and Healy. There are also some 
interesting sculptures. The Library is open to the public every 
day except Sundays and Mondays, from 10 a. m. until 4 p. m. 
There is no charge for admission, and no ticket or card is required. 

The New York Historical Society — Second Avenue and 
East Eleventh Street — contains the best existing collection of early 
American paintings, and a few originals and numerous copies of 
works by the Old Masters. There are 791 pictures, in well- 
lighted galleries, comprising the Bryan and Durr collections — 
illustrating the history of painting from Christian Byzantine Art to 
the present time ; the Luman Reed Collection, the collection of 
the old " New York Gallery," and many pictures donated by art- 
ists and others. Visitors may obtain access to the galleries by a 
ticket procured from a member of the Society. 

The New York City Hall — Broadway, opposite Murray 
Street, City Hall Park — has in the Governor's Room (open daily 
from 10 a. m. to 3:30 p. m.) a collection- of portraits of Governors 
of the Stale, Mayors of the City, and other prominent personages. 
Many of the leading American portrait painters, particularly those 
of the early part of the century, are well represented. Admission 
free. 

The Chamber ok Commerce — 63 William Street — has a number 
of portraits painted by early American artists. Admission free, 
daily during business hours. 

The Young Men's Christian Association— Fourth Ave. and 
23d St. — has paintings by Thomas Cole, George Inness and others, 
and the finest public collection of prints in the city. — Large collec- 
tion of works treating on art subjects, in the library. 

The National Academy of Design is accumulating a large 
collection of painiings, through the rule requiring each artist 
elected an Associate member to present his portrait to the institu- 
tion within a year from the date of his election, and that requiring 
each artist elected an Academician to present to the Academy a 
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specimen of his work within a similar period. It is to be regretted 
that the Academy has no adequate means for exhibiting these pic- 
tures at present. 

Art in the Churches. — Few churches in New York are adorned 
with interesting or valuable works of art, as are so many European 
churches. St. Thomas's Church (Protestant-Episcopal), Fifth- 
ave. and 53d-st., contains some fine paintings by John La Farge, 
N.A. — The Church of St. Mary the Virgin (Protestant-Epis- 
copal), No. 228 West 45th-st., has in the chancel an exquisitely 
painted " Mother and Child," by Mathew Maris, of Holland, and 
other paintings by Mr. Daniel Cottier, of this city. — The Church 
of the Transfiguration (Protestant-Episcopal), 5 East 2o.th-st., 
contains very fair copies of works by various old masters, some 
mosaic, and statuary. — There is an Altar-painting by J. A. Oertel, 
in the Church of the Heavenly Rest, 551 Fifth-ave. — The 
Church of the Ascension, at Fifth-ave. and ioth-st., has a 
large painting by John La Farge on the chancel wall, above a 
superb mosaic reredos by Stanford White. — Many of the Roman 
Catholic Churches contain paintings which, as a rule, are not con- 
spicuously meritorious. Probably those at the churches of St. 
Francis Xavier, 36 West i6th-st., and St. Stephen, 140 East 
28th-st., are the best. — St. Patrick's Cathedral, Fifth-ave. and 
50th-st., has fine painted windows, and there are also fine windows 
in Grace Church (Protestant-Episcopal), 800 Broadway. — In old 
Trinity, Broadway at Wall-st., there is a magnificent sculptured 
reredos. — The pictures in the Protestant churches can rarely be seen 
except immediately after service. 

At the Ci.ubs. — Most of the Clubs in New York possess paint- 
ings, notably— The Century Club, 109 East I5th-st. ; The 
Union League Club, Fifth-ave. and 3gth-st. ; The Lotos Club, 
Fifth-ave. and 2ist-st. ; The Salmagundi Sketch Club, 123 Fifth- 
ave. ; The New York Athletic Club, Sixth-ave. and 55th st. ; 
and The Manhattan Athletic Club, 524 Fifth-ave. — Each of 
these Clubs has a special Loan Exhibition of paintings on the occa- 
sion of its monthly meetings, and the day or two days succeeding 
meetings are called " Ladies' Days," when ladies, with or without 
gentlemen, may visit the Clubs. — A Club can only be visited with, 
or by the card of, a member. 

In the Hotels. — Some of the Hotels contain fine mural 
decorations, especially the Fifth Avenue Hotel and the Hoffman 
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House. Both these have paintings of various degrees of merit in 
the parlors. In the Hoffman House saloon is Bouguereau's mas- 
terpiece, the " Satyr and Nymphs," — one of the most remarkable 
paintings in the country. Ladies can see this work any morning 
before ten o'clock. There are some interesting pictures by Ameri- 
can artists in the Grand Union Hotel.

Messrs. Ortgies & Co., the art auctioneers, have recently 
opened splendid galleries at 366 Fifth ave. , where exhibitions and 
sales are held during the season. 

T. A. Wilmurt, at his picture-framing establishment, 54 East 
13th St., usually has pictures on hand for sale. 

An Interesting Exhibition of Japanese Art Works may be 
seen at the establishment of the First Japanese Manufacturing 
and Trading Company, 865 Broadway, between 17th and 18th 
streets. 

The Tiffany Glass Company has on exhibition constantly at 
its rooms, No. 335 Fourth ave., a superb collection of mosaic and 
stained glass after original designs. 

Whittemore Brothers, frame manufacturers, 579 Broadway, 
have works of art in oil and water-color on view, for sale. 

Engravings, Etchings, etc., may be seen in well-selected 
lines at the salesrooms of Frederick Keppel & Co., 23 East 16th 
St., where are all the recent works and many rare impressions. 

Mr. C. Klackner (Publisher of fine American etchings), 5 East 
17th St., has an excellent collection of prints, showing the remark 
able proficiency of American etchers. Mr. Klackner's etchings 
being copyrighted, inferior cheap reproductions of them cannot be 
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placed on the market or used for advertising purposes — as may be 
the case with foreign work. Admission free. 

H. Wunderlich, 868 Broadway, has a large collection and 
many rare impressions. 

STUDIOS AND STUDIO BUILDINGS. 
There are several hundred studios in New York, many of them 
exceedingly interesting to visitors. The artists, as a rule, have 
special days and hours set aside for the reception of visitors, in 
order to be secure from interruption while at work. Persons 
wishing to visit particular studios should, in all cases, learn the 
artists' reception days, and make their calls accordingly. The 
reception days of several of the artists are given in a further de- 
partment of this article. Many of the studios are in Studio Build- 
ings, elegantly appointed, and capable of accommodating, in some 
cases, as many as thirty or forty artists. A list of some of the 
most prominent of these buildings is given herewith, beginning 
with those furthest downtown.
